MISHICOT — Bids amounting to 
$488,780.23, for the construction of 
a new high school here, were ac- 
cepted by the school board at a 
meeting Tuesday afternoon at the 
Opera Hall. The general construc- 
tion bid went to Hamann Construc- 
tion Co. of Manitowoc. It was for 
$323,691. 


Other contract awards were to 
George Kumbalek of Two Rivers, 
$10,986: for painting; R. Wenzel Co. 
of Appleton, $36,737 for plumbing; 
George Rutherford Inc., of Mani- 
towoc, $62,951 for heating and ven- 
tilating; and Lakeside Electric of 
Two Rivers, $53,815.23 for electri- 
cal work. 

The new school, which was de- 
signed by Architect Frederick W. 
Raeuber & Associates of Manito- 
woc, will be located on about 20 
acres of land in the village. Con- 
struction of the building will be, 
completed in time for the school 
opening in September of 1958, ac- 
cording to present plans, * | 

Build for 500 Students 

The school will provide addition- 
al educational opportunities for ap- 
proximately 500 students. The 1957- 
58 enrollment will be. about 325. 
Construction costs of the building 
are estimated at $8.92 per squar 
foot, on the basis of the shin 
containing 54,800 square feet. ~"” 

Included in the building will be 
a gymnasium with shower and’ 
locker facilities, kitchen and multi- 
purpose room, agriculture and in- 
dustrial classrooms and shops, 
music room and private practice 
rooms, library, administrative fa-' 
cilities, home economics depart-| 
ment, science laboratory, commer- 
cial department and 10 general 
classrooms, | 

The building exterior will be face 
brick with aluminum sash and col- 
ored porcelain enameled panels, 

Break Ground July 25. 

There will be ground-breaking 
ceremonies at 8 p.m. Thursday, 
July 25. Invitations are now being 
extended to the school board, mem- 
bers. of the building committee, 
town and village officials of the 
area and the architect. It was 
stressed that the public is invited. 
The school band will play. 

A bond issue of $575,000 for the 
purpose of building and equipping 
the school was voted at the April 
general election. The bonds were 
sold July 1 to Channer Securities 
& Associates. Additional building 
fund money previously raised by 
‘the .district provides a total of 
$601,275.
